He said 
that in negotiations with the 
Communists for a peace settle- 
ment, "we shall not compro- 
mise on our basic objective." 


Rogers said President Nixon's 


administration agrees complete 
ly with the government of Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu "about 
the purpose of the peace we 
seek." 


"We shall not compromise on 


our basic objective," he said in 
an airport statement. This ob- 
jective, he said, is "the estab- 
lishment of conditions which as- 
sure that the people of South 
Vietnam can determine their 
own future unconditionally." 


The future of South Vietnam 


"must not be imposed, in whole 
or in part, by outside forces" he 
continued.

Nixon Faces Nation 
On Progress of War 


Breakthrough Toward Peace 
Not Likely, White House Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon, responding to what 
associates say is a public de- 
mand for a summation of the 
Vietnam situation, goes before 
the nation tonight to give what 
is expected to be a cautiously 
optimistic assessment of peace 
prospects. 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said the 
speech, to be broadcast live at 
9 p.m. CDT on national televi- 
sion and radio, will contain 
some new material, but cau- 
tioned 
against expecting an- 


nouncement of a peace break- 
through. 


Nixon associates also said the 


President's speech will outline 
how matters now stand in light 
of the Viet Cong's 10-point peace 
proposal rather than announc- 
ing the breaking of new ground. 


Mutual Withdrawal 


A high government official 


said Nixon will stress mutual 
withdrawal of troops and reduc- 
tion of the fighting as moves the 
United States believes must 
have priority in the Paris peace 
talks. 


This official said there would 


be no pledge for unilateral U.S. 
troop reductions. 


The President's speech is ex- 


pected to reflect the administra- 
tion's feeling that the Hanoi- 
backed Viet Cong proposals, 
while generally unacceptable, 
offsr some negotiable points. 
One of these contains the first 
tacit public admission by Hanoi 
that it has troops in the South. 


No associate expects the Pres- 


ident to hint acceptance of the 
Viet Cong proposal for a provi- 
sional coalition government to 
replace the elected Saigon re- 
gime immediately. But Saigon 
itself has expressed an interest 
in a proposal for an exchange of 


prisoners, another point in the 
proposal. 


An indication the President is 


preparing an early formal an- 
swer to the Viet Cong came 
when Ziegler said Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge will arrive 
during the afternoon for new in- 
structions before flying back to 
Paris Thursday. The next Paris 
meeting is Friday.

Economists View Fiscal Conditions 


Uphill Fight Against Inflation Being Won..

but they don't look for a quick 
victory.

ment that bleeding inflation out 
of the economy will have to be 
done gradually. Cold turkey 
cures got no support at all. 


William A. Chartener, assist- 


ant secretary of commerce for 
economic affairs, stressed the 
need for persistence and pa- 
tience. 


Hard to Reverse 


"We're in a period of very 


rapid growth," Chartener said. 
"There is power, there is mo- 
mentum, there is confidence 
from this kind of growth that 
makes it very difficult to re- 
verse or even slow down the 
economy."

ciated Press in a sampling of 


what government and nongov- 
ernment economists think about 
the nation's No. 1 economic 
problem were Carl Madden, 
chief economist of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United 
States, and Nat Goldfinger, re- 
search director of the AFL-CIO.

Q. Will some lessening of in- 


flation be visible this year? 


MADDEN: There are some 


early signs that the monetary 
and fiscal policy mix has slowed 
down the real growth of the 
economy already.

assemblymen refused to kill the 
eroposal, by a vote of 60-36. 
Then they gave it final approval 
and sped it to the senate in a 63 
o 34 roll call. 


Defeated Previously 


Proposals to lower the age for 


voting have been before the 
legislature and defeated in near- 
ly every session for the last two 
decades. A fnequent objection of 
opponents is that lowering Hie 
voting age would allow the 
continuation of other disabilities 
of minors under other laws.

The claim was accompanied 


by an announcement that the 
division will hold a hearing to 
investigate the sources of pollu- 
tion and the means of correct- 
ing them at the Manitowoc 
County courthouse at 10 a.m. on 
June 9. 


The division has the power to 


issue orders commanding pollu- 
tion abatement work that have 
the force of law. The division 
said Tuesday that "after due 
consideration" it would issue 
such orders against various 
persons and organizations in- 


volved in the damage to the 
Manitowoc River system. 


Meet Standards 


The waters in the river sys- 


tem, 
the agency said, should 


meet the standards for recrea- 
tional use and those for fish and 
other aquatic life, but it said 
that minimum standards would 
be accepted for: 


Spring Creek below Brillion; 


the tributary of the North 
Branch of the Manitowoc River 
below Hilbert; Pine Creek tribu- 
tary (Jordan River) below New 
Holstein; tributary of the Mani- 
towoc River below St. Nazianz, 
and the intermittent tributary of 
the Manitowoc River below Val- 
ders. 


The announcement of 
the 


scheduled hearing to determine 
the orders that will be issued 
was accompanied by a listing 
of sources of pollution in the 
river basin as found by agents 
of the division. 


The hearing notice declared 


that the Manitowoc River basin 
is rural with numerous small 
cities and villages scattered 
throughout the drainage area.

The county will receive a 


designated number of stamps 
From the Department of Agri- 
culture at no cost. The stamps 
then are purchased by partici- 
pants. The county deposits the 
receipts, and the Department of 
Agriculture gives bonus stamps 
in addition to the purchased 
stamps which are paid by its 
subsidy. 


The only cost to the county is 


hat of administration. 
Eligibility is based on the size 


of household, net monthly in- 
come and liquid assets, such as 
cash on hand and stocks and 
bonds, according to Wiedenbeck.

May for its 2.800 workers. "With 
the institution of this annual 
four-day-per-week 
month, we 


are once again in the forefront 
of what I am convinced will 
eventually be a major trend." 
said DeWitt Wallace, cochair- 
man of the magazine located in 
Pleasantville, N.Y. 


McDonald's restaurant chain 


began last week letting its office 
employes off at 1 p.m. Fridays 
until the end of the summer for 
a quicker start on the weekend. 
And employes, in the Chicago 
headquarters and six regional 
offices 
around the country, 


showed up for work dressed in 
sports clothes—on the orders of 
McDonald's president, Fred L. 
Turner. 


"Fact of Life" 


"What's the point in giving 


everyone Friday afternoon off if 
they have to spend time getting 
home and changing clothes?" 
Turner said. 
"The 
summer 


weekend is a fact of American 
life and our hours are designed 
to give our employes a long 
weekend." 


But he pointed out, however, 


office employes will observe 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. hours during the 
rest of the week to make up for 
the short Friday schedule.

Relations, says "perhaps by the 
end of the century" the four-day 
week may be a reality."

ing, the two together cannot ex- 
ceed the gain in productivity, 


which in the past has been at an 
average rate of about 2'/» per 
cent per year. If we are to have 
both, both must occur at a very 
gradual pace."

"Thus it would appear that 


any abrupt, drastic and wide- 
spread reduction of the work 
week is ruled out."

The NCDC says outbreaks of 


German measles occur every 
six to nine years. An estimated 
20 million persons were stricken 
during the last outbreak in 1964.

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Students Deserve Some Voice 


Several national surveys have shown 


that the newest educational confrontations 
— which are expected to increase — are 
now taking place in the secondary schools 
and also at the junior high school level. 
Already several schools in large urban 
areas have had experience with violent 
protests. 


The reasons for the incidents vary 


widely. There are obvious racial clashes, 
caused either by black students feelings 
that their opportunities are inadequate or 
by resentment by white students. Some 
demonstrations against the war in Vietnam 
have gotten out of hand. On purely local 
issues, dress rules are protested, especially 
when students have had nothing to say 
about them. Cafeteria food, the quality of 
toilet paper, authoritarian discipline and 
educational reforms are lesser issues. 


But almost every secondary 
school 


administrator interviewed 
expressed 
the 


opinion that the protests and demonstra- 
tions were going to increase in the next few 
years if only because they are contagious. 


One poll, conducted for Life magazine 


by Louis Harris and Associates, pointed out 
that the struggles in the high schools are 
more likely to involve the community than 
are the university outbreaks. The Harris 
Poll found that the majority of secondary 
school students are anxious for more 
participation in the decisions about their 


education and how it should be handled. 
The poll also found that "our best hope lies 
with the teachers. . ." 


On the question of discipline the poll 


reveals the outlines of a student-teacher 
alliance. "It is the parent, with his differing 
standards and priorities, who is the odd 
man out." Most parents, the poll found, do 
not 
believe in 
more 
participation 
by 


students and the generations differ "on the 
most fundamental question of all. What is 
education for?" 


If is obvious that young people in their 


early teens are incapable of deciding course 
content, educational

or

overall administration of a high school. We 
don't believe that college students either 
are qualified in such areas. But as far as 
some aspects of student life are concerned 
— dress codes, methods of discipline.

should be made to allow them to. This is 
particularly true when teachers are also 
involved in the decisions. 


Such moves will not end the racial 


conflicts in urban schools nor will it temper 
the feelings of injustice by black students. 
But maturing is a gradual process and one 
of its signs is the desire for participation in 
decisions. When such desire is accompanied 
by responsibility toward all elements in the 
educational community, it should be recog- 
nized. 


U, S. Aids Greek Regime's Terrorism 


The Council of Europe has warned 


the current military regime in Greece that, 
unless there are real efforts made toward a 
more democratic government and a return 
of civil liberties, the council may vote to 
expel Greece from membership. The dead- 
line is next December. 


The Greek government has made re- 


peated promises of general elections — 
when the dangers of communism have 
disappeared — and the restoration of civil 
rights. But little progress has been made. 


Most disturbing are the tales of contin- 


ued arrests and hideous tortures of politi- 
cal opponents by the government. Those 
who have undergone the agonies report 
that the United States is constantly brought 
into the picture as allegedly condoning the 
horrible methods because our officials feel 
that Greece is important in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


The United States cut off its military 


aid to Greece when the colonels seized 
power two years ago. But the aid has re- 
cently been resumed to the tune of about 
$40 million a year. The argument is that 
Greece needs modern weapons to withstand 
communist pressure. 


Bui the military 
regime can 
also 


obviously use the weapons to maintain 
itself in power. And the final result may 
actually be a far left wing revolt that could 
conceivably mean communist control and 
an alliance of Greece with the Soviet 
1 'nion. 


It well may be that our form of 


democracy is not for everyone. But calling 
a nation thai rules by terror and torture 
our ally is a denial of everything the United 
States has stood for. Americans should 
deeply resent having their tax monies used 
In bolster an oppressive, even sadistic 
regime. 


Mother Nature vs. The Lemmings 


Scientists have pondered the mystery of 


the lemmings for generations. 


The lemming lives in the north and is 


one of the few mammals able to survive 
extremely cold winters without hibernat- 
ing. But the major mystery involves their 
frantic 
population 
multiplications 
and 


equally extreme die-offs. 


In Norway lemmings have been ob- 


served racing into the sea although this 
does not happen at Point Barrow, Alaska, 
where American scientists 
have been 


observing them. They do not starve to 
death since studies have shown them to be 
fat at death But they die nevertheless. 


Two California researchers, Dr. David 


Mullen of the University of San Francisco 
and Dr. William Quay of the University of 
California at Berkeley, have discovered 
what they believe may be a clue to the 
strange behavior. They have isolated a 
substance in the blood of the lemming 
which seems to act like an antifreeze, 
enabling him to stay alive in the Arctic. 
The researchers also suggest that when the 


turns warm, the substance changes 


and attacks the central nervous system. 
This could also account for their race to the 
sea in the height of insanity. 


Others have also discovered that when 


the population of the lemming colony is at 
its peak, the lemming blood is flooded with 
steroid hormones which might transform 
the other substance into a nerve killer. But 
what brings about the hormones? It could 
be crowded conditions and the stresses 
which result. 


Obviously some way had to be devised 


to control the lemming population. It is 
able to breed only three weeks after birth. 
Gestation is 20 days and there may be 13 
young in a litter. The tundra where they 
live is a sparse country and would be eaten 
of everything if the majority of lemmings 
lived to ripe old age. Their major enemies. 
Arctic foxes, are not numerous enough to 
keep the numbers down. 


Whatever the 
method, nature 
has 


worked out a better species survival system 
for the lemming than it has for man.
